Just a little over a month 
remains to file nominating peti- 
tions in the Democratic and 
Republican races for all 
Crawford County elected posi- 
tions on the August 3 Primary 
election ballot. The deadline is 
May 1] at 4 p.m.; independent 
candidates have until July [5 to 
file for the November 2 general 
election. 

The offices of 
Clerk/Register — of 


Sheriff, 
Deeds, 


Treasurer, Prosecutor, Board of 


Commissioners (seven mem- 
bers} and Road Commissioner 
(one member) are all up for etec- 
tion in 2004. All positions serve 
four-year terms, with the excep- 
lion of county conmnisstoners 
who serve for two years at a time 
and road commissioners who 
serve a six-year term, 

Candidates for county office 
must be at least 18 years of age, 
a registered voter in the county, 
but not necessarily a property 
owner, and a U.S, citizen, 

For the last three years, no 
elected official has received a 
salary increase. Although the 
Crawford Cotinty Compensation 
Committee has recommended 
pay increases, the County Board 
of Commissioners has unani- 
mously agreed to forego any 
increase due to budget con- 
straints, 


Last call for 
school board 
candidates

Citizens interested in running 
for one available scat on the 
local school board have only a 
few days left to file their candi- 
dacies for the June 14 election. 

The seat will be vacated by 
outgoing longtime school board 
member Marilyn Rosi who will 
not seek re-election. During her 
12 years of service, Rosi has 
served as president and vice 
president of the Crawford 
AuSable School District's Board 
of Education. 

Candidates may file nominat- 
ing petitions signed by at least 
40 registered voters in the dis- 
trict, but no more than 100 sig- 
natures, or opt to pay a non- 
refundable $100 filing fee by 4 
p.m. on Monday, April 12. All 
candidates must also file an 
Affidavit of Identity regardless 
of nominating process. 
Candidates who wish to with- 
drawal from the race must do so 
by April 15 at 4 p.m. 

Write-in candidates have until 
June 11 at 4 p.m. to file for can- 
didacy. 

Petitions are available at the 
school district’s administrative 
office located at 403 East 
Michigan Avenue in Grayling.

All administrative and depart- 
ment head salaries have also 
been frozen. 

The 2003-2004 county salary 
schedule states these elected 
officials earn the following 
salaries: Sheriff - $47,360, 
Clerk/Register of Deeds - 
$42,230, Treasurer - $42,230, 
Prosecutor - $82,000, 
Commissioner (Chair) - $7,700, 
Commissioner (Member) 
$7,000, and Road Commissioner 
- $4,500. There is no reduction 
in salary for newly elected coun- 
ty offtcials. 

All positions are full time jobs, 
with the exception of the County 
and Road Commissioners, 
although members of the county 
board would argue their jobs 
entail many hours of meetings at 
the county building and as 
liaisons to county and regional 
agencies. 

The sheriff manages the coun- 
ty’s law enforcement agency, 
including the jail. He or she is 
responsible for the budgets of the 
administrative office, road patrol 
and corrections. 

The clerk/register of deeds is 
the keeper of all county records, 
including death, birth and mar- 
riage certificates, as well as 
property deeds. The clerk is also 
the chief elections officer of the 
county and chief clerk for the

A journey that began 13 years 
ago on the bunny slopes at 
Hanson Hills Recreation Area 
in Grayling will take a local 
athlete to the mountain resort of 
Nagano, Japan next year to 
compete in the 2005 Special 
Olympics World Winter Games. 

John Paul “J.P” Ludwick, 
age 24, was selected to repre- 
sent Team USA in the alpine 
skting competition. He is only 
one of seven Michigan athletes 
selected for the trip and is the 
only male downhill skier from 
the state. 

Special Olympics is a world- 
wide program offering sports 
training and competition to 
individuals with cognitive 
impairments. 

J.P. became eligible for selec- 
tion based on a gold medal per- 
formance in Level 2 Giant 
Slalom at this year’s State 
Winter Games, held in February 
at Schuss Mountain, The world 
games are scheduled for 
February 26 - March 5, 2005S. 
Special Olympic athletes will 
use the same venues used for 
the 1998 Winter Olympic 
Games. Special Olympians 
representing 80 countries will 
be on hand for the competition. 

The number of athletes 
expected to compete numbers 
2,500. The other Michigan ath- 
letes will be competing in 
snowshoeing and Nordic ski-

ing. Competition will also be 
held in speed skating, snow- 
boarding, figure skating and 
floor hockey. The Special 
Olympic World games are held 
every four years, with the previ- 
ous Winter Games held in 
Anchorage, AK. 

J.P’s travel will actually 
begin before heading to Japan, 
as he will attend a Team USA 
training camp at Copper 
Mountain Ski Resort in 
Colorado in early December. In 
addition, he has already begun a 
training program of walking, 
stretching and strength training. 

J.P. is a student in the COOR- 


ISD Adult Transitional Program 
in Roscommon. He has partici- 
pated in a variety of Special 
Olympic events over the years, 
including swimming, soccer 
and basketbail. § However, 
downhill skiing was the first 
event he ever trained for and the 
one he has competed in on a 
regular basis. 

His current classroom 
teacher, Mary Kleinert, and his 
job coach, Jane Croze, were his 
first ski coaches in 1991 when 
he started in Special Olympics. 

White in Japan, homesick- 
ness should not be a problem as 
many members of J.P’s family 
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are already making plans to 
travel to see the competition. 
His parents, are Paul and Cindy 
Ludwick, who reside in south- 
ern Crawford County. Paul 
serves with the Michigan 
National Guard at the MATES 
facility at Camp Grayling. 

J.P. has five siblings, includ- 
ing a younger brother, Terry, 
who is currently serving in Iraq 
with the 1438th Enginecring 
Unit out of Camp Grayling. 
Terry, who is an avid skier, said 
he is excited about a chance to 
help J.P. with his training when 
he returns home later this sum- 
mer. 

The focal Special Olympics 
program, Area 4, must raise 
$4,500 to send J.P. to the World 
Games. Special Olympics does 
not receive any funds from the 
government or school districts, 
so all of it must be raised with- 
in the community.

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City water 
and sewer 
rates inch 
higher

The Grayling City Council 
approved a small increase to the 
cily’s water and sewer rates on 
Monday, March 29, 

At the council's March 8 
meeting, City Manager Allen 
Lowe said the city’s water and 
sewer fund - a fund that is sup- 
posed to be. self-supporting 
through user fees, by law — fin- 
ished the latest fiscal year in the 
black for the first time in several 
years, 

“But we do need to address 
water and sewer fees,” he said. 

Lowe satd the city should 
consider inereasing its rates, in 
part because the city’s auditors 
recommended the city pul 
moncy away for future expan- 
sion of the system. 

“The new meters are helping,” 
Councilman Roger Moshier 
said, 

(The cily installed new water 
meters a few years ago in an 
effort to collect more accurate 
readings.) 

Cily Treasurer Terry 
McGregor said revenues for the 
current fiscal year Tor the water 
and sewer fund are down a little 
bit. “People are conserving,” she 
said. 

On March 29, Cily Manager 
Lowe presented his rate increase

Plans being 
finalized for 
scrap tire 
cleanup

Plans are coming together for 
a huge effort to collect old serap 
tires from every corner of 
Crawford County. 

“Everyone needs to know this 
free-of-charge old tire collection 
is a one time deal,” said Lee 
Riley, Beaver Creck Township 
Supervisor, who ts heading up 
the cleanup. “So, this is a great 
tune to get rid of those old tires 
laying around in the garage or 
on your property.” ; 

The cleanup is being funded 
for the most part by a $4,000 
environmental grant approved 
by the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners last month 
through its Environmental and 
Recycling Fund. No county 
gencral fund monies are being 
used. Matching funds have been 
made of at least $100 each from 
the county's six townships, as 
well as from the City of 
Grayling. 

In the past, the county has 
accepted tires for disposal, from 
residents only, for a small fee on 
Household Hazardous Waste 
Day.

Four local fire departments 
and Department of Natural 
Resources fire fighters were 
called to a garage fire in a local 
mobdile home community, but the 
fire soon spread to neighboring 
woods and other structures. 

Grayling City and Township 
Fire Chief Duane Brooks said the 
initial dispatch came at 3:48 p.m. 
and members of his department 
were on-scene within nine min- 
utes. Brooks said a garage on 
Crestwood Drive was found in 
flames and an adjacent wooded 
area was also on fire. 

Neighbors called 911 when 
they saw smoke coming from the 
garage then alerted the residents 
of the fire. Brooks said those 
inside the mobile home were 
unaware that the garage was on 
fire, but got out of the home 
before it was consumed, thanks 
to the quick actions of their 
neighbor. Both the garage and 


. mobile home were total losses. 


. About two acres of trees, brush 
and grass were also scorched. 

A garage on one side of the 
fire scene, as well as another 
mobile home on the other side, 
received radiant heat damage, 
said Brooks. Another mobile 
home was severely damaged 
when an apparent gas explosion 
blew the windows out of the 
structure and caused another fire. 

The cause of the initial garage 


fire and the second mobile home 
fire remain under investigation. 

‘Ten residents in the area of the 
fire were without power and gas 
service for a time after all the 
fires were put out. Assisting 
Grayling fire fighters with man- 
power and water tanker support 
were personnel from Frederic, 
Beaver Creek, and Lovells 
Townships. 

The Red Cross arrived to help, 
including aiding those whose 
homes had burned find a place to 
stay temporarily.

Hours of the event will be from 
9 a.m. to 2 p.m. and the collec- 
tion site will again be in the park- 
ing lot of the Crawford County 
Building in Grayling. 

The event gives residents a 
chance to dispose of oil base 
paint, batteries, used motor oil, 
and other hazardous automotive 
products. Pesticides, solvents, 
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heavy metal solutions and other 
materials that collect around a 
residence and which cannot be 
disposed of in a landfill can also 
be turned in that day, 
Commercial 
included. 
There will be no scrap tire col- 
lection at the Household 
Hazardous Waste Day this year. 
Instead, tire collection will be 
held at a different site that day.

Other items which will not be 
accepted include latex paint, 
appliances or scrap metal.

This year, tire collection will 
again coincide with Household 
Hazardous Waste Day scheduled 
for June 19, but Riley said those 
individuals or business owners 
who have more than eight tires 
for disposal must contact their 
respective township or the city in 
order to obtain a letter from the 
municipality stating such. And 
tires will be accepted on the rim 
at no cost as well. 

Each request for disposal of a 
large amount of tires, especially 
by businesses, will be considered 
on a case by case basis. 

To verify the number of tires, 
either the township supervisor or 
someone from zoning will make 
a site visit. This will enable 
those coordinating the effort to 
estimate how many tires will be 
collected county-wide and deter- 
mine who needs help getting 
their tires to the collection site, 
which has yet to be named. 

Riley said he is working close- 
ly with Grayling Township 
Supervisor Terry Wright, who is 
seeking a centrally located site 
with a large parking lot. A ven- 
dor has already been located to 
haul away the tires collected that 
day for proper disposal. 


Volunteers, either individuals 
or groups, are needed to help 
round up the tires that some res- 
idents may not be able to haul 
themselves, or bring ttres in from 
cleanup sites groups are working 
on. 

Riley would like to hear from 
those willing to volunteer for this 
project as soon as possible at the 
Beaver Creek Township Hall, 
(989) 275-8878, from 9 a.m. to 2 
p.m. weekdays. 

‘We will be issuing communi- 
ty service letters for those high 
school] students who request 
them and who come out to help,” 
Riley said, 

The tire collection is solely for 
the residents and businesses in 
Crawford County. Those wish- 
ing to dispose of tires will be 
asked for verification of address 
with their driver's license or if a 
property owner is licensed else- 
where, with a tax bill or some 
other documentation verifying 
the property’s parcel number.

following several public hearings 
~ the proposed City of Grayling 
Sign Ordinance was ratified by 
the city council with a 3-1 vote 
last Monday. 

The sign ordinance provides a 
set of rules for size, appearance, 
placement, and use of signs with- 
in the city limits. ' 

The planning commission cre- 
ated the first draft of the ordi- 
nance and the document under- 
went several stages of revision, 
going back and forth between the 
planning commission and the 
city council. In November of 
2003, the city council appointed 
a sub-committee to refine the

ordinance and bring it back to the 
council for a possible vote. The 
sub-commiltee presented its draft 
to the city council at the coun- 
cil’s March 8 meeting. 

Last Monday, at the council’s 
March 29 regular meeting, the 
city conducted another public 
hearing on the sign ordinance. 
Citizens and council members 
raised several questions and con- 
cerns, touching on political 
signs, yard/garage sale signs, real 
estate signs, permits, fees, vehi- 
cle signs, enforcement, and over- 
all need for a sign ordinance. 

“As we all know, this has taken 
a lot of work. We feel the sign 


ordinance is necessary and we're — 


trying to make the best one we 
can,” Mayor Joe Ferrigan said. 

After closing the public hear- 
ing, Councilman Roger Moshier 
moved to send the sign ordinance 
back to the sub-committee in 
order to incorporate the input 
received at the public hearing. 
Councilman Larry Akers provid- 
ed the motion with a second. 

“t think we got good input 
from the community fonight,” 
Moshier said. 

Councilperson Kim McClain 


said, “Lagree with a lot of what 
was sald tonight,” but she also 
expressed a concern that the ordi- 
nance “will never be passed.” 
McClain spoke in favor of pass- 
ing the ordinance and revising tt 
at later meetings as needed. 

“This is a diving document, We 
will be forever tweaking this liv- 
ing document,” McClain said, “I 
know it’s not perfect and may. 
never be petfect.” 

The vote on Moshier's motion 
to send the ordinance back to the 
sub-committee failed 2-2, with 
Moshicr and Akers voting “yes” 
and Ferrigan and McClain voting 
“no.” (Councilman = Dennis 
Palmer was absent.) 

McClain moved to approve the 
ordinance as presented (with a 
few minor clerical corrections), 
and Ferrigan provided a second. 

“Ehave a problem passing this 
tonight without accepting the 
input from the people tonight,” 
Moshier said. 

“{ didn’t come here tonight 
expecting to approve il,” Akers 
said, 

“T would come back next meet-

BP robbery suspect sentenced

Following a guilty plea early 
last month, one suspect in the 
December 14, 2003 armed rob- 
bery of a local gas station was 


sentenced on Monday by 46th . 


Circuit Trial Court Chief Judge 
Alton T. Davis. 

Daniel Latesky, age 30 of 
Grayling, learned April 5 that he 
will serve 6 1/2 to I5 years in 
prison for his role in the pre- 
dawn robbery of the BP gas sta- 
tion in Frederic Township where 
about $70 was taken by a suspect 


wearing a ski mask who threat- 
ened the clerk with a handgun. 

Police found a plastic toy 
handgun and a ski mask in a 
vehicle he and alleged accom- 
plice, Kelly Jo Pratt, were riding 
in when stopped by a Grayling 
City Police officer in late 
January. 

Latesky fled from the vehicle 
but was apprehended days later. 
Pratt remained in the vehicle and 
gave information to police 
regarding crimes she and 
Latesky allegedly committed in 
the area. 


Latesky was also sentenced to 
nine to 23 months incarceration 
for a probation violation, to run 


concurrent with the robbery sen- 


tence. 

Pratt, 29 of Grayling, stood 
mute at her arraignment in circuit 
court on Monday. A not guilly 
plea was entered on her behalf on 
two counts of second degree 
home invasion, one count of 
armed robbery and one count of 
intent to pass a false motor vehi- 
cle title. All charges are felonies,

He was ordered to pay $180 state 
minimum court costs, $180 to the Crime Victim 
Rights Fund and $300 in circuit court costs.

- MILLIONS OF WORDS already have been 
written about Mel Gibson’s blockbuster movie, 
*The Passion of The Christ", so a few more won't 
make much difference one way or another. 
* Mr. Gibson has done a masterful job in bringing 
this story to entranced audiences across the country. 
The story of the passion and death of Jesus Christ 
is especially appropriate as the Christian Holy 
Weck observance, and the Easter celebration of the 
Resurrection of Jesus, are at hand. 
According to many reports, just watching the 
movie and reliving the inglorious drama of Jesus’ 


scourging and death have moved countless people 
jJoward a deeper appreciation of Christianity and 


what it can mean in individual lives. 
If such expressions of dedication take root and 
continue, Mr. Gibson's movie has performed a very 


valuable service. 
* * * 


CRITICS GENERALLY have praised the 
movie, and most people who have seen it share a 
positive reaction, although criticism persists that 
the bible story as presented by Mr. Gibson draws 
false and unnecessarily negative impressions about 
the role of Jewish religious leaders during those 
days. 
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My own views are tempered by certain personal 
factors. 

Most important is that as a "cradle Catholic" I 
have been exposed to the story of the passion of 
crucifixion of Christ for at least 70 ane anaine 
years. 

Thus to me, the Gibson movie is just that: It is a 
movie. The story and the characters are very famil- 
iar to me, as they are to any long time Christian. 

It seems to me Mr. Gibson has taken many liber- 
ties with the written Gospels which tell the original 
story of those days, and has fleshed out some blank 
spots in the narratives with his own version of how 
things might have been. Any other screenwriter 
would be entitled to similar leeway in any other 
version of the Passion, and in other movies about 
the life and death of Christ, they have. 

Mr. Gibson at root is relating an historical story - 
- of Jewish religious leaders dealing with Jesus, and 
Romans administering their form of governance -- 
and trying to interlace Christian religious feelings 
into the history. 

To reach the spiritual meanings of Christ's life 
and death, more flashbacks showing the softer and 
teaching sides of Jesus would have helped.

"The world hates the gospel of ae 
Christ because they only see hatred 
and violence in the crucifixion of 
Jesus Christ. It makes the world 
uncomfortable because the death of 
Christ proves the extent of human 
depravity and injustice. But when 
Christians see the cross of Jesus 
Christ they see the love of a living 
God. As Christ said in John 3:16: 
“For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life.” 
As John reveated to us in | John 4:9, 
10, 19: “In this was manifested the 
love of God toward us, because that 
God sent his only begotten Son into 
the world, that we might live through 
him. 10Herein is love, not that we 
loved God, but that he loved us, and 
sent his Son to be the propitiation for 
our sins. ]9We Jove him, because he 
first loved us.” 

The living love of God at Calvary 
stands out even more when it is con- 
trasted with our sinful lives.

circuit and family court, organiz- 
ing juror panels for trials in the 
county and managing caseloads. 
He or she also records the min- 
utes of County Board meetings. 

The treasurer is the chief finan- 
cial officer of the county’s funds. 
He or she oversees the manage- 
ment of the county’s investments, 
property tax rolls and expendi- 
ures, The treasurer works with 
the county controller and county 
board to ensure funds are allocat- 
ed properly and assists an outside 
accounting firm in the counly’s 
annual budget audit, 

The prosecutor is the chief law 
enforcement officer of the coun- 
ty. He or she decides, from evi- 
dence presented to the prosecu- 
tor’s office, whether a warrant for 
arrest will be issued in a criminal 
case, whether a misdemeanor or 
felony. The prosecutor repre- 
sents the State of Michigan in 
criminal cases, must be a 
licensed attorney and a member 


of the Michigan Bar Association. 

County Commissioners meet 
once each month as Committees 
of the Whole (board) and once 
each month for regular board 
meeting. Special meetings may 
also be called to address urgent 
or special issues. 

Commissioners oversee all 
functions of county business, 
including funding of each depart- 
ment and court functions through 
the creation each fiscal year of a 
county budget. They decide on 
the need for the creation of a new 
ordinance, amendment to or 
abolishment of part or all of an 
old ordinance. They are ulti- 
mately responsible for the coun- 
ty’s finances and maintenance of 
its assets. 

Commissioners appoint mem- 
bers of the community to serve 
local agencies such as the library 
board, commission on aging, 
housing commission, planning 
commission and zoning board of 


appeals. 


Commissioners _ serve as 
liaisons to several boards and 
voting members on regional 
boards for the health department, 
community mental health: and 
others that serve the residents of 
Crawford County. The county 
commissioners are also tasked 
with contract negotiations of bar- 
gaining units within the county 
structure, including law enforce- 
ment and 911 Dispatch. 

Finally, commissioners serve 


as ambassadors and advocates — 


for the county during travels to 
other counties and Lansing. 
They should keep in contact with 
state and federal legislators to 
ensure the interest of their con- 


stituents remains in the forefront | 


of the minds of those who serve 
at the state and federal levels. 

Members of the Crawford 
County Road Commission meet 
twice each month and oversee 
the budget and management of 
repairs to hundreds of miles of 
roads under its jurisdiction, 


All county elected officials are 
entitled to medical insurance 
through Blue Cross Blue Shield 
and receive no per diem for 
meeting attendance, nor mileage 
allowances. 

Candidates for all county 
offices have the option of collect- 
ing signatures on nominating 
petitions or paying a $100 filing 
fee that is refundable if the can- 
didate wins election. Each can- 
didate must also file an Affidavit 
of Identity with the county clerk 
by the May 11 deadline to have 


‘their name appear on the August 


Primary ballot 

Nominating petitions and affi- 
davits are available at the county 
clerk’s office located in the coun- 
ty building at 200 West Michigan 
Avenue in Grayling. 

Questions about filing for can-

When an animal is Identified 
for the first time, the electronic Identification utilized must be an RFID Electronic identification tag 
assigned to the herd In which the animal resides at the time of identification. 


All cattle herds must complete an annual whole herd bovine tuberculosis test of all cattle 12 months of 
age and older, and all goats, bison, or privately owned cervids 6 months of age or older in contact with 
the herd. Retesting of herds must be done within 9-15 months of the anniversary date of the initial whole 
herd test. Registered terminal operations, or feedlots in which all animals are sold for direct slaughter 
or through a concentration point for slaughter, are exempt from the annual whole herd testing require-

Learn The Truth Behing 


(NUI) — True or false: You 
should always warm up your car 
before driving on a cold day. 
False. Although most drivers 
may consider this to be true, it 
can actually cause damage to 
vehicles if done continuously. 

To shed some light on the 


truth behind common automo- 


tive beliefs, the service special- 
ists at Chrysler, Jeep and Dodge 
provide their car-care expertise 
on a few important topics: 

Belief: Do not blast your vehi- 
cle's air conditioner when sitting 
in traffic or while driving at 
more than 60 mph. 

Reality: False. Vehicle heat- 
ing, ventilation and air condi- 
tioning systems are engineered 
and tested to operate in even the 
most severe types of driving 
environments. 

Belief: You can check your 
tire tread with a penny. 

Reality: True. Simply pinch a 
penny between your thumb and 
forefinger so Lincoln's head is 
showing. Insert the penny into a 
tire-tread groove. If the tire cov- 
ers any part of Lincoln's head, 
then your tires should have a 
safe amount of tread. Check 
several locations on each tire to 
test for uneven wear. 

Belief: If you still have fuel in 
your gas tank when you refill it, 
use the.same grade that is cur- 


rently in the tank, 


Reality: False. It will not harm 
your vehicle if you mix different 
grades of unleaded fuel. 

Belief: Avoid keeping your 
vehicle at a constant speed dur- 
ing the first 500 miles of its life. 

Reality: Maybe. Most new 
vehicles no longer require dri- 
vers to vary their speeds during 
the first 500 miles, known as the 
“break-in period." If your vehi- 
cle does require a break-in peri- 
od, varying your speed by sever- 
al miles per hour should do the 
trick. 

Belief: Premium gasoline is 
best for your vehicle. 

Reality: Maybe. Most cars are 
built to run on regular-grade 
fuel, so using premium fuel will 
not improve the car's perfor- 
mance. In fact, using premium 
fuel in a vehicle that was not 
designed for it can harm the 
vehicle's performance and fuel 
efficiency. Check your owner's 
manual for recommended fuel 
grade. 

Belief: City dwellers dealing 
with narrow streets should not 
park with two wheels on the 
curb; it will destroy the vehicle's 
alignment. 

Reality: True if done continu- 


ously. This practice can cause - 


excessive wear or stress to tie 


rods and suspension bushings. 
Belief: If the steering wheel — 


shakes when you drive, some-

thing is wrong with your brakes. 

Reality: Maybe. If the wheel 
shakes as you depress the brake 
pedal, it may mean your brake 
rotors are unbalanced.

"Millions of dollars worth of 
gasoline is wasted every day by 
motorists, because simple and 
inexpensive vehicle mainte- 
nance is neglected,” said Rich 
White, executive director of the 
Car Care Council. "Loose or 
missing gas caps, under-inflated 
tires, worn spark plugs and dirty 
air filters all eOntipute to poor 
fuel economy." 

The Car Care Council offers 
these fuel-saving tips: 

¢ Check vehicle gas caps — 
About 17 percent of the vehi- 
cles on the roads have gas caps 
that are either damaged, loose 
or are missing altogether, caus- 
ing 147 million gallons of gas to 
vaporize every year.. 

¢ Make sure tires are prop- 
erly inflated —-When tires aren't 
inflated properly, it's like dri- 


ving with the parking brake on 


and can cost a mile or two per 


gallon. 

¢ Replace spark plugs regu- 
larly ~ A vehicle can have 
either four, six or eight spark 


plugs, which fire as many as 3. 


million times every 1,000 miles. 
That results in a lot of heat and 
electrical and chemical erosion. 
A dirty spark plug plus causes 
misfiring, which wastes fuel. 
Spark plugs need to be replaced 
regularly. 

* Replace dirty air filters — 
An air filter that is clogged with 
dirt, dust and bugs chokes off 
the air and creates a “rich” mix- 
ture - too much gas being 
burned for the amount of air, 
which wastes gas and causes the 
engine to lose power. Replacing 
a clogged air filter can improve 
gas mileage by as much as 10 


percent, saving about 15 cents a_

"Among the six worst offend- 
ers are underinflated tires and 
incorrect wheel alignment, con- 
ditions which increase rolling 
resistance. Like driving with the 
parking brake not fully released, 
it can cost a mile or two per gal- 
lon on a car that normally deliv- 
ers 20 miles per gallon. "Among 
other gas guzzlers," said White, 
"are dirty oil, a mile per gallon; 
a slipping automatic transmis- 
sion, another mile per gallon 
and as much as two mpg for a 
cooling system thermostat that 
causes the engine to run too 
cold. 

"Finally, there could be a mai- 
function of one or more compo- 
nents in the fuel, ignition or 
emission control systems, espe- 
cially critical in cold weather 
driving. The fuel penalty for just

¢ Avoid excessive idling — 
Sitting idle gets zero miles per 
gallon. Letting the vehicle 
warm up for one to two minutes 
is sufficient.

Each 
mile driven over 60 will result 
in an additional 10 to 34 cents 
per gallon. To maintain a con- 
stant speed on the highway, 
cruise control is recommended.

tery as quickly as undercharging. 

¢ If your battery is the type that 
needs to be topped off, check it 
regularly, especially in hot weath- 
er, Add distilled water when nec- 
essary. 

* Always replace a battery with 
one that's rated at least as high as 
the one originally specified. 

* Keep the top of the battery 
clean. Dirt becomes a conductor, 
which drains battery power. 
Further, as corrosion accumulates 
on battery terminals it becomes 
an insulator, inhibiting current 
flow. 


The Road To A Long-Lasting Auto 


Auto technicians say the key to 
keeping vehicles running well- 


“today and down the road-is rou- 


tine maintenance. Yet many drt- 
vers tend to stall when it comes 
to keeping up with some every- 
day auto-basics. 

A recent survey by the Car 
Care Council found: 

* 27 percent of cars had low or 
dirty engine oil. 

¢ 23 percent had low tire pres- 
sure. 

¢ 26 percent had inadequate 
cooling protection. 

¢ 21 percent needed new belts. 

¢ 17 percent had dirty air filters. 

¢ 11 percent had low or conta- 
minated brake fluid. | 

To help drivers keep their cars 
up to par, the council promotes 
programs such as National Car 
Care Month in April, to call 
attention to the benefits of regu- 


lar vehicle care. During the 
month of April, vehicle inspec- 
tion events are held in many com- 
munities. 

The inspections include volun- 
teers checking fluid levels, tires, 
lights and other system compo- 
nents. After the inspections are 
complete, volunteers and 
motorists review any problems 
that may have been found and 
motorists receive information 
about proper vehicle mainte- 
nance and repair. 

The inspections are usually 
held in parking lots at shopping 
malls, schools and businesses 


and they’re generally sponsored 


by area repair facilities and auto- 
shops, as well as other business- 
es, civic groups and radio sta- 
tions.
